, Afſurances We have already given to them in Our feveral Declarations of Our 
Kelolution, by Gods Blefling, to maintain them. in their Religion, their Liberties | 
and Properties, and all other their juſt Rights and Priviledges whatſoever. Up- 
on theſe confiderations and. Obligations. of Duty and natural Allegiance, we can 
no ways doubt, but that all our Faithful and Loving Subjeas will readily and 

Heartily concurr and joyn with Us in the intire ſuppreſving and repelling of thoſe 
our Enemies and Rebellious Subje&s, who have 16 injuriouſly and di{loyally in- 
vaded and diſturb'd the. Peace and Tranquility of theſe Our Kingdoms. Given at
